NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27th August, 1981 

G.S.R. 496(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 5, read with sub-section (1) of section 7 of the 
Employees’ Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions 
Act 1952 (19 of 1952), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Schemes further to amend the Em¬ 
ployees’ Provident Funds Scheme. 1952, namely:— 

1. (1) This scheme may be called the Employees’ Provi¬ 
dent Funds (Third Amendment) Scheme, 1981. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of Its publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. Tn the Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme, 1952, In 
paragraph 68J :— 

IT) in clause (c) of sub-paragraph (1), for the words, 
‘Paralysis or Cancer’ the words, ‘paralysis, cancer, 
mental derangement or heart ailment’, shall be 
substituted.; 

(2) in clause (b) of sub-paragraph (2), the following 
words shall be added at the end, namely : ‘or a 
registered medical practitioner, or In the case of 
mental derangement or heart ailment a specialist, 
certifies that the member is suffering from T.B., 
leprosy, paralysis, cancer, mental derangement or 
heart ailment.’ 

(J) in clause (b) of sub-paragraph (3) for the words 
’paralysis or cancer’ the words ’paralysis, cancer, 
mental derangement or heart ailment’ shall be 
substituted: 

(4) in sub-paragraph (4) after the words ‘basic 
wages’ the words ‘and dearness allowance’ shall 
be inserted, 

{>) Sub-paragraph 5 shall be deleted; and 

(6) in sub-paragraph (6) after the word ‘Commissioner’ 
the words, ‘or, where so authorised by the Com¬ 
missioner any officer subordinate to him’ shall 
be Inserted; 

3. In paragraph 68K;— 

(1) for the existing sub-paragraph (1), the following sub- 
paragraph shall be substituted; namely : 

‘(1) The Commissioner or where so authorised by tbo 
Commissioner, an officer subordinate to him 
may on an application from a member, authorise 
payment to him or her of a non-refundable ad¬ 
vance from his or her provident fund account not 
exceeding fifty per cent of his or her own share 
of contribution with Interest thereon, standing to 
his or her credit in the Fund, on the date of 
such authorisation, for his or her own marriage 
the marriage of his or her daughter, son, sister 
or brother or for the post-matrlculatlon education 
of his or her son or daughter.’ 

121 In clause fb) of sub-paragraph (2). for the words 
‘hts total contributions’ the words ‘his own share 
of contributions’ shall be substituted: 
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(3J for the existing sub-paragraph (,4 ) and the pro¬ 
viso thereunder, the following sub-paragraph shall 
be substituted:— 

‘(4J If (he Commissioner, or where so authoiised by 
the Commissioner and officer subordinate to 
him, ig satisfied that the advance granted under 
this paragraph has been utilised for a purpose 
other than that for which it was granted, or that 
the conditions of advance have not been fulfilled 
within a reasonable time, the Com¬ 
missioner, or where so authorised by the Com¬ 
missioner an officer subordinate to him, shall 
forthwith take steps to recover the amount due 
with penal interest thereon at the rate of 2 per 
cent per annum above the rate of interest, which 
may he determined by the Central Government 
in consultation with ihc Central Board under 
paragraph 60 of the scheme from the wages of 
the member in such number of instalments as 
the Commissioner, or where so aulhorised by the 
Commissioner, an officer subordinate to him 
may determine. For the purpose of such re¬ 
covery, the Commissioner or where so autho¬ 
rised by the Commissioner an officer subordi¬ 
nate to him may direct the employer to deduct 
each such instalment from the wages of the 
member and on the receipt of such direction 
the employer shall deduct accordingly. Tie 
amount so deducted shall be remitted by the 
employer to the Commissioner or where so 
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authorised by the Commissioner, an officer sub¬ 
ordinate to him, within such time and in such 
manner as may be specified in this direction. 
The amount refunded excluding the penal. Inte¬ 
rest shall be credited to the account of the 
member in the Fund, and the amount of penal 
interest shall be credited to tbe Interest Sus¬ 
pense Account.* 

4, In paragraph 68L:— 

(1) in sub-paragraph (1), after the words ‘Th e Com¬ 
missioner’ the words ‘or where so authorised by the Com¬ 
missioner, any Officer subordinate to him’, shall be inserted. 


J. In paragraph 69:— 

(1) in clause (e) of sub-paragraph (1) for the words 
‘Six. months’, the words, ‘two months’ shall be 
substituted; 

(2) in clause (b) of sub-paragraph (2) for the words 
‘six months’ the words ‘two months’ shall be sub¬ 
stituted; 

(3) the proviao under clause (b) of sub-paragraph (2) 
shall be deleted.
